The origins of today’s Restart Model can be found in a 2010 law passed by the General Assembly titled 
Reform of continually low-performing school designation 

Low Performing School Designation 

• A school that received a school performance grade of a D or F and a school growth score of “met 
expected growth” or “not met expected growth” as defined by G.S. 115C-83.15 


Continually Low Performing School Designation 

• A school that has received State-mandated assistance and has been designated by the State Board as 
low performing for at least two of the last three consecutive years 
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State Authority 




• The law (§ 115C-105.37B) authorized the State Board of Education to allow “the local board of 
education to operate the school with the same exemptions from statutes and rules as a charter 
school.. ” 

• In addition, the law states that a “ school operated under this subdivision remains under the control of 
the local board of education...” 

• In March 2016, the State Board of Education approved a new policy specifically tied to the 2010 law 
designed to help schools identified as continually low-performing 

• The models defined in both law and policy included the Restart Model

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Exemptions Implemented 



Restart Schools are exempt from some requirements that low-performing designated schools 
with a D or F grade must follow 

• Not required to send letters home explaining what the D or F means 

• Not required to change school improvement plans 

• Not required to implement the "super observation" process 

• Not required to have the principal status/remediation plan reviewed by the Board
